It's 
not literal, but it (more or less) preserves the meter and rhyme. 


This is the translation to the 1977 version, which omits the original 1944 version's references to the 
Great Leader Stalin:

I've spoken at some length about my attempts to adjust to society's sports craze - about my efforts to 
lean the rudiments of such sports as football, baseball, and basketball, so that | can converse with 


people (including many members of my family) who insist on discussing such subjects. 


| suppose my problem is that I'm not interested in cheering anyone on. | don't care if Dwayne Wade and 
LeBron James are successful or not ... the outcome doesn't really matter.

According to the documentary on Kimveer ("Dying For Attention") he did indeed hold a young man 
hostage after he shot Anastasia. She was only wounded initially, though he subsequently shot her 
something like 19+ times at close range. He made fun of the hostage's pants (a jocular remark of 
some kind; i.e "what kind of fucking pants are those?"). The ‘hostage’ offered to go outside of the 

school to get someone to come in and get Anastasia stable. This was presumably before Kimveer 

finished her off. Of course, this didn't end up happening. 


If he was indeed 'drunk,' and if the massacre was improvised, then I'm not sure if any of us can really 
say beyond a doubt what his intentions actually were. He was coherent enough to hold a conversation, 
etc. He was also well nourished, and, if the attack was indeed impromptu, then it stands to reason that 
he likely got an average night's sleep the evening before, something that Loughner didn't have. Let's 
also not forget that the Beretta was a military grade weapon which should have wreaked carnage. 
Bryant was a chronic alcoholic, too. Slight intoxication does not mean that one is suddenly incapable 
of hitting targets at close range with a military grade weapon. The fact that no one else died was 
sheer, dumb luck. The prompt police response also cut down on casualties. Nonetheless, it therefore 
stands to reason that a gun does not necessarily turn someone into a killing machine.

It's important to note that many, many kids get picked on in high school and almost ALL of them 
don't take a gun to school and randomly execute people. While the game satirically handles the idea 
of the shooters as "heroes" and "brave boys," it's worth remembering that Eric and Dylan WERE bullies 
to other kids, as well... and furthermore they ended up killing younger kids that never knew them. 


I've interviewed one such man for my documentary and to this day he has no idea why they picked on 
him. 


| try not to play the "good or evil" / "hero or villain" game. They were angry teens. They were kids with 
loving parents who had no idea this was going on. Maybe their parents should have done this or that 
or the other thing... but what remains now are many questions. This game is an attempt to answer 
them, not to justify their behavior. | think EH/DK worship is as overly simplistic and demonizing 
them. The truth is always more complicated. 


The reason they killed people they didn't know, was to make the people who bullied them think about 
what they did. Think about it, if you bullied those kids, and there was a shooting and u survived, 
wouldn't you feel guilty and responsible for the people who got killed because of your actions? Thats 
why they killed people who had nothing to do with their actions that day. To make the jocks who 
mistreated them live the rest of their lives, wondering why they weren't killed that day. 


Why must people continue to keep pushing that they got bullied? They probably did, not any more 
than any other kids, but probably did, but millions get bullied daily; how many school shootings do 
you hear about daily? To be honest, one. Columbine. The answer to why isn't "Bullying", there just 
isn't any real proof to back up thats why they did it. It might be a contributer, but its not the main 
cause, its not why they shot people who had nothing to do with them. 


They definently got bullied, but thats not why they did it. They did it because its bullshit to get 
harassed by someone who is less intelligent than you. Think about it, if you're a smart kid, a genious, 
your mental capacity could beat anyone around you, but your physical strength is low, so you can

Then imagine you heard that he went crazy, and killed a bunch of people at your 
high school...Wouldn't you feel guilty for those innocent people who died for your actions? 


Creationists and Fundamentalist Christians (often one in the same) are eager to point to evolution 
being taught in schools as a "cause" for the Columbine shooting. The evidence they use, if you can 
call it that, is Eric and Dylan's repeated invocations of "natural selection." The problem is, as they 
understood it and as you've mentioned, natural selection isn't caused by kids killing each other or 
anything of the sort. In fact, it is this bastardization of Darwinian natural selection that allowed the 
Nazi party to justify genocide (something else the field of evolutionary biology isn't advocating). 


"Survival of the fittest" is a crude summary of a complex system of interdependent factors. Surveying 
the totality of the animal kingdom, often time the fittest does NOT mean being the "strongest" but 
rather the most beautiful or talented or cunning or prolific. If all that counted in fitness was raw 
strength, every animal would be an elephant, a shark or a grizzly bear. Of course, that's far from the 
case... and the same can be said of human beings (the wealthiest of whom are athletes, celebrities, 
and CEOs - all of whom are good at quite different things). 


As a side note, in relative terms, human beings are formidable hunters and can be at least as effective 
as animals with claws and fangs when hunting in groups (say, in comparison to wolves). While 
humans living in a post industrial society are prone to be enfeebled, those who live in primitive 
societies can be quite strong, resilient and adapted for adverse natural conditions. 


Regardless of what you think of Eric and Dylan themselves, vengeance is a cheap and low form of 
reconciliation. Eric and Dylan were very smart kids but by no means were the only smart kids in their 
class. Dylan was rarely picked on outright but instead was a very shy, introverted teen. While Eric was 
bullied, he did his share of bullying in return. Based on some of his own logic, he may have found 
himself at the end of someone else's rifle in the near future. If all we learn from Columbine is that 
violence seeds more violence, | think we'll be on the right track. If instead we believe that violence is 
the final solution to a problem, our culture will continue to erode.

emptied the site of content, mainly because of evidence of novelistic pilfering-for-profit, 
la€™ve developed the sitea€™s Columbine material into a€“ if this can be believed a€“ a three- 
volume book. Each volume is about 200 pages, with each containing as an appendix two 

of the 2000-2001 Leara€™s Shadow Columbine texts (including three that are not in the zip 
file.) 


How, it might be asked, have | been able to find enough-still-unsaid about Columbine 
to fill three 200-page volumes? The answer lies to some extent in the unusualness of 
Leara€™s Shadowa€™s approach to Columbine to begin with. This has now been carried 
further. 


People often seem to wonder why there is a continued interest in / fascination with 
Columbine even though the facts of the event (pretty indisputable unless one is given 
incorrigibly to conspiracy theories) have been hashed, and re-hashed, and re-hashed yet 
again. Perhaps the work la€™ve done goes some way toward addressing this question. 


My plan at the moment is to bring out the first volume myself, see how it does, and if 
possible follow it with the second and third. To this end, | would like to solicit some 
feedback here as to publication options. The material is sufficiently unusual (and perhaps 
volatile) that even though la€™ve already done four books with conventional publishers, 
with a fifth pending, no such publisher is likely to touch this one. la€™m therefore looking 
at print-on-demand (which would make the book available through amazon.com), doing a 
print run myself and distributing it by mail order, or putting it on an e-reader. 


Assuming some interest here, what would people prefer? An e-reader version would 
be cheapest, but do people have them? | should point out that | can no longer afford to 
make this material available for free as | did with Leara€™s Shadow.

Capitalism is certainly a factor, though I'm describing more of a capacious moral vacuum resulting 
from information technology rather than anything that is necessarily exclusive to capitalism as a 
mode of socio-political thought. | did use the phrase ‘degenerate capitalism’ in my initial post here as 
a catchphrase through which to get people's attention, knowing full well the stigma that sucha 
phrase carries, and, though | was earnest in saying what | said, my vendetta is not only against 
capitalism as such. Has capitalism exacerbated an existing problem? Yes. | do not see sexual 


profligacy as being rooted in capitalism, but rather in a form of social anomie that capitalism is only 
one offshoot of.

This has three primary consequences: 


The first is that there are some males who believe that the existence of this attitude of 
sexuality is a justification of date rape, which causes instances of it to increase. 


Fact. For the sake of what we will term political correctness, let's go ahead and make both roles 


gender neutral, as much of my theory on this subject does not necessarily include existing gender 
roles.

The second is that the existence of this attitude destroys the significance of marriages. Fewer 
people get married, and of the people who do get married, more divorce.

And | would like you to briefly elaborate on something so that | can better understand your 
position. What is it about marriage that appeals to you, and why do you oppose the 
prevalence of divorces? 


| see marriage as a personal covenant, not necessary before a higher power, though | do not preclude 
this possibility if a couple happens to have a preference for one particular religion. Marriage is a 
testament to oneself of one's own integrity, a guarantee of personal accountability not only to oneself 
and to another person but to society as a whole. It is a unit of social, economic, and interpersonal 
solidarity which is ultimately better for everyone. 


Also, in anticipation of further questions on this subject, | do not believe that a couple should 
necessarily remain entirely ‘chaste’ for the duration of their unmarried life if this much does not 
appeal to them or if they are inclined in another direction. | believe that premarital *sex* and sexual 
demonstrations should be outlawed, by which | mean a) lewd and lascivious gestures of public 
behaviour which might subvert or in any way create a distasteful public spectacle that has as its 
underlying purpose a form of sexual endearment; and b) actual vaginal intercourse which may be 
conclusively demonstrated to result in pregnancy. If a couple wishes to experiment in the privacy of 
their own home with any one of a million other sexual activities which are allegedly every bit as 
stimulating as that one single risky behaviour, then | respect their decision to do so. | personally see 
it as a risky behaviour, and would not want it for myself, though policing something like that is 
frankly impossible. 


You understand, Smiggles, that, were | able to go out and change the law tomorrow, | would not do 
so. This is by and large because doing so would probably instigate a human rights insurrection of a 
magnitude unprecedented in recent years, presuming that people even cared enough to respond at 
all. Something like this must take root from the bottom up, has to be voted in by popular consensus 
rather than synthetically imposed from the top down. In fact, | believe that direct legislation at this 
stage would be a huge mistake. It could take decades, even centuries, before we actually start to see 
real and lasting change in this direction.

| live in the state that Kip Kinkel went on his spree in; Eugene/Springfield is about 2 hrs drive south of 
my home. | didn't pay particular attention to the event at the time, and don't find it particularly 
interesting even now. Kipper was unstable emotionally, and we have what | consider a relatively clear 
answer to "Why" in his case. 


Yet, I'm fascinated with Columbine. So fascinated in fact, that I'm spending a decent amount of money 
to travel to Colorado in about a month to see the relevant sites. 


Why would | not want to spend a day to take a short drive 2 hours south and see the sites related to 
the Kinkel event instead? 


Because it's not nearly as much of a mystery to me. Kipper had a lot of obvious mental concerns; he 
had the gun at school the day before and the admin/authorities sent him home with his parents (who 
he later shot). Kip snapped, he didn't plot and plan and write journals and make "crazy videos in the 
basement" with his best pal for almost a year. 


Kip killed innocent kids too, he gunned them down wearing a trench coat in his school cafeteria, 
before being tackled by a wounded student and others. Kip fired 50 total rounds, wounded 24, and 
killed 4 people in the process. It should interest me more, but it doesn't. 


But Eric and Dylan? They surprised everyone. Nobody has admitted he/she saw the potential for 
something so terrifying and awful coming from the two of them. Pranks and petty crimes, sure, but 
save for Brooks, | doubt anyone sincerely thought Eric or Dylan were capable of what they did. Alone, 
or together. 


Other school shootings just don't hold my attention anywhere near as much as what Eric and Dylan 
did; what Eric and Dylan conspired to do, and what Eric and Dylan quietly and carefully planned in 
tandem for almost a year. 

You have to have a very special bond for this kind of long term planning of something so awful. You 
have to be a special kind of screwed up, a special kind of angry, and a special kind of friend to do 
this with a partner. 

And, let's not forget, they were teenagers during the planning and execution. 

It is just mind boggling. 

The suicide pact between them is of specific interest to me; that they both agreed this life was so 
sh*tty that they'd be better off dead, and then made the huge leap to agree that others should die 
violently with them.

I've always 
believed that with this small detail, Eric was noting both he and Dylan needed to "get laid" :

Eric then films his planning book, calling it the "Writings of God". He says his beliefs 
have changed somewhat during the year, over the course of time he's been writing. He 
turns to a page where there are figures drawn complete with ammo, bombs, and guns, 
all labeled. He says it's a "drawing of gear, back when we thought we could get 
calicos". He then points to a picture that depicts two backpacks labeled "napalm". He 
calls this the “suicide plan".

| think, considering these notes about the reported messages on the tapes, that we can 
assume Eric a/ways planned for his Journal to be distributed/made public (as well as the 
Basement Tapes). 


My thoughts are that he got lazy & didn't send the tapes/journal to the media, or he D/D 
send them and they were censored, or he just ran out of time and figured the school server 
would have to do (most likely scenario, IMO). 


Surely the school administrators had access to a// student files on the school server, and it's 
possible (probable, IMO) these files were reviewed at regular intervals to determine if 
inappropriate content was being stored on the servers by students. Eric had to know this. 


That Eric uploaded these incredibly incriminating & sensitive materials onto the school server 
on April 19, 1999 at 8-9 a.m., a full 24+ hours before NBK was to take place, did not 
escape me. It was a pretty risky move on his part, IMO, and | think Eric understood the risk 
he was taking. This act was one of Eric's final leaks...I've never discounted the possibility 
that just maybe, Eric was hoping to be discovered before he could execute NBK. 


Some argue that the plan was originally scheduled for April 19th. And if it was, uploading his 
notes on the school server by 9 a.m. on April 19th would haven't been nearly as risky.

Didn't Cullen write about Dylan 
actually showing his tuxedo for the Prom on one of the segments of the tapes? If Dylan had 
rented a Tuxedo (like most kids do - most 17 year olds don't have good reason to own a 
Tuxedo), he most likely would not have picked it up very far in advance to avoid paying 
additional rental fees. Most kids | knew picked up their rentals the morning/afternoon of the 
Prom. 


Also, Eric specifically mentions Tuesday in AAthis segment. 


If, by this point, the plan was for Monday, April 19th, having dry weather by Tuesday, April 
20th wouldn't help. But then, Eric corrects himself and says that he needs the snow to clear 
by "(actually) Sunday”.

It's daytime.....Eric's smoking a large 
cigar now which he says is his "birthday cigar" [Eric's birthday was on the 9th].....The 
video starts again and now Eric's alone. He's propped the camera on his knee ora 
similarly close location, filming his face directly. Behind him the headboard of his bed 
at home can be made out along with a bulletin board above. He talks about his parents 
and the cops who may want to have his "parents pay”. 


His parents have been on his "back for putting things off"; things like 
"insurance, and the Marine Corp". He talks about how "this is my last week on 
earth". 


HARRIS: To all you 'Culios' out there still alive, sorry | hurt you or your friends. 
He says this is total "KMFDM" and that "there are 7 and 1/3 days left." He gets an 
odd look on his face, then says, "Fucking bitches."

Monday the week before April 20th would have been Monday, April 12th, not Monday, 
April 11th. So the boys confused the date...or LE confused the day of the week when 
transcribing the tape. 


The follow up transcript supports the theory that the boys confused the calendar date when 
they were filming the shopping excursion. During the Eric-only segment on this same 
section of tape, Eric reportedly says "there are 7 and 1/3 days left" - 7 and 1/3 days from 
Monday, April 12th would have been Tuesday, April 20th. 


The segment that Eric films alone in his bedroom with his headboard visible behind him 


could have been filmed another day, | suppose. But the transcripts of what the boys said 
about the time left doesn't support that theory. 


Eric reportedly says "...that he's going to be "one tired mother-fucker come Monday, then 
BOOM! I'll get shot and die." --- I've always assumed Eric meant that he'd be tired from 
going to Prom (remember, he was still begging for a Prom Date as late as the week prior to 
April 20th), getting all of his gear ready for NBK, practicing with Dylan, and that he probably 
didn't plan to sleep much between April 17th and April 20th. But his mention of being tired 
on Monday and "then BOOM" is a bit confusing.

P. 26023 has a chart from Eric’s journal detailing pipe bomb batches; p.26024 
has lists that include under “shit left to do at 3/22/99... “prepare explosives - distractions - 
commons - cars - grenades” P. 26028 has diagrams for various weapons, including a way to 
deploy napalm. 


It's surprising to me that Eric brought his journal to school that day - he was proud of it, but 
it did contain some personal things. | suppose it’s possible that he already had the scanned 
pages ona disc and uploaded it to the system without bringing the actual notebook with 
him that day. (Who reported that Eric was sitting in the hallway on Monday, and said he was 
"planning" for tomorrow?) But regardless of whether Eric had his journal with him on April 
19, | contend that Dylan did bring his journal to school that day. 


The second-to-last entry of his journal - a journal that he kept very private - starts on p.

bought me the guns, you stupid bitch, *you* didn't see through me, *you* didn't try to save 
e, *you* made me endure some cramped, claustrophobic notion of normalcy at prom when 


| was probably only really a charity case for you to begin with and you're just a stuck up 
pretentious whore anyway, and, more importantly, you disillusioned me with what is truly 
important in life, because I'm a smart guy and | know that love requires hard work but | 
laboured under this pretence that | wanted love when really | couldn't have been more 
wrong; | wanted somone to live my life for me, to make my decisions for me, to waive all of 
my personal accountability, to let me be a self immolating tragic hero to confer some 
purpose upon the existence that | have forfeited...etc, etc). 


Dylan may have also seen the necessity of killing her as direct evidence of his own failure. 
The only reason that he and Eric were in the library in the first place was because the main 
explosives never detonated. If she had just had the goddamn *courtesy* to die in the main 
explosion, like she was supposed to, then he could have labelled her a collateral loss and he 
never would have needed to realize that he really wanted her dead in the first place. 


| believe that Eric would have killed Robyn too, given the opportunity. At the very least, he 
would have joined in on the ‘fun.’ In his mind, she probably represented Dylan's ticket to 
another world. He had tried repeatedly to get a prom date, failing miserably on each 
occasion. He would have seen her as a path not taken, as a mode of redemption now outside 
of his reach. He *may* have been more inclined to spare Robyn on account of the guns. 
Although he would have seen her as strictly expendable in that regard, he wouldn't have had 
any real malice against her for that. 


It is also unlikely that Eric would have let Susan DeWitt go. It was Dylan who spared John 
Savage, not Eric. Harris let Brooks go initially for reasons that | have already postulated. At 
the same time, it seems unlikely to me that he would have killed her. Firstly, | don't know if 
she was even acquainted with Dylan. Susan worked at a barber shop somewhere around 
Blackjack Pizza, did she not? | remember reading that Wayne Harris told her once that he 
had gotten his hair done in the place where she worked. | know that she and Eric mainly saw 
each other one on one. | assume that Dylan knew who she was, though she didn't go to 
afterprom. Therefore, it's difficult to determine exactly how Dylan's presence would have 
influenced that situation. 


Eric may well have let her go, though something tells me that he wouldn't have done this out 
of a perceived sense of compassion. He would have understood that she would be gutted by 
the media, etc. Perhaps he would have exacted something of a thrill at knowing that the 
world would always see her as "Reb's girl." He may have wanted to spare her that, and might 
have shot her. On the other hand, his motive could have been completely different. Though 
Eric didn't want to believe himself a tragic hero quite to the extent that Dylan did (much of 
his own self loathing was between the lines, or, at least, he wasn't as open about it in his 
writings), | can see him believing that he was insignificant in the grand sum of Susan's life. 
She was nothing more than a girl for him to say goodbye to on a video camera. She was his 
twilight romance, one last ditch attempt not just to get "laid" but to express himself in that 
key facet of life. Killing her might have meant to him that she would die "his."

His TEC is relatively 
weak and scoring kills was something he had to do up close. Also it is possible that with 


those other clips the gun was too uncomfortable or heavy or prone to jamming or hard to 
maneuver so he ditched them.

The "massacre proper,” if you will, is a fairly rigidly-defined event ... but there are many issues that 
are somewhat tangential, but still relevant, to NBK. They deserve to be considered and discussed. 


The problem is that it's hard to describe precisely what's "relevant" and what's not. 
Is bullying relevant to Columbine? 


Dave Cullen discounts it completely. | rate it as a secondary factor ... but others rate it as a primary 
factor. Who's right? Who's wrong? 


Such discussions take place in "Thoughts on the shooting." 


You could argue that they should take place in "Miscellaneous" ... but the reality of the board is that 
Misc. is regarded as an area for discussion about anything and everything.

Laura Black testified concerning defendant's efforts to establish a personal relationship with her. She 
recalled that they met in the spring of 1984. Soon thereafter, defendant invited her to socialize with 
him, but she declined. Defendant continued to extend social invitations to her without success, to 
call her on the telephone, to leave her gifts, and to attend her aerobics classes and company softball 
games. Black testified that she changed her residence three times between July 1985 and February 
1988, but defendant obtained her new address each time, and surreptitiously obtained a key to one 
of these residences. Between the fall of 1984 and February 1988, she received approximately 150 to 
200 letters from defendant, including two letters he sent to her parents’ home in Virginia where she 
was visiting in December 1984. She had not provided him with her parents’ address. Various 
employees of ESL attempted to stop defendant's harassment of Black, and defendant reacted either 
defiantly or by threatening to commit violent acts. 


After the January 1986 meeting with Tuffley and Lindauer, defendant confronted Black at her 
residence's parking lot. Black testified that defendant mentioned guns, told her he no longer was 
going to ask Black what to do and said he was going to tell her what to do. Black further testified that 
the weekend after this encounter, she received a letter from defendant stating he would not kill her, 
but referencing a€oea whole range of options, each getting worse and worse.a€

The natural born killers waited until the parents were asleep upstairs before heading down to the 
basement to put on their show. The first videotape is almost unbearable to watch 


Dylan Klebold sits in the tan La-Z-Boy, chewing on a toothpick. Eric Harris adjusts his video cameraa 
few feet away, then settles into his chair with a bottle of Jack Daniels and a sawed-off shotgun in his 
lap. He calls it Arlene, after a favorite character in the gory Doom video games and books that he 
likes so much. He takes a small swig. The whiskey stings, but he tries to hide it, like a small child 
playing grownup. These videos, they predict, will be shown all around the world one day--once they 
have produced their masterpiece and everyone wants to know how, and why 


Above all, they want to be seen as originals. "Do not think we're trying to copy anyone," Harris warns 


recalling the school shootings in Oregon and Kentucky. They had the idea long ago, "before the first 
one ever happened." 


And their plan is better, "not like those f s in Kentucky with camouflage and .22s. Those kids were 
only trying to be accepted by others." 


Harris and Klebold have an inventory of their ecumenical hatred: all "niggers, spics, Jews, gays, f 


’ a ’ zing 
whites," the enemies who abused them and the friends who didn't do enough to defend them. But it 


will all be over soon. "I hope we kill 250 of you," Klebold says. He thinks it will be the most "nerve- 


racking 15 minutes of my life, after the bombs are set and we're waiting to charge through the school. 
Seconds will be like hours. | can't wait. I'll be shaking like a leaf." 


"It's going to be like f___ing Doom," Harris says. "Tick, tick, tick, tick... Haa! That f__ing shotgun is 
straight out of Doom!" 


How easy it has been to fool everyone, as they staged their dress rehearsals, gathered their props-- 
the shotguns in their gym bags, the pipe bombs in the closet. Klebold recounts for the camera the 
time his parents walked in on him when he was trying on his black leather trench coat, with his 
sawed-off shotgun hidden underneath: "They didn't even know it was there." Once, Harris recalls, his 
mother saw him carrying a gym bags with a gun handle sticking out of the zipper. She assumed it 
was his BB gun. Every day Klebold and Harris went to school, sat in class, had lunch with their 
schoolmates, worked with their teachers and plotted their slaughter. People fell for every lie. "| could 
convince them that I'm going to climb Mount Everest, or | have a twin brother growing out of my 
back," says Harris. "| can make you believe anything.” 


Even when it is over, they promise, it will not be over. In memory and nightmares, they hope to live 
forever. "We're going to kick-start a revolution," Harris says--a revolution of the dispossessed. They 
talk about being ghosts who will haunt the survivors--"create flashbacks from what we do,” Harris 
promises, "and drive them insane." 


It is getting late now. Harris looks at his watch. He says the time is 1:28 a.m. March 15. Klebold says 
people will note the date and time when watching it. And he knows what his parents will be thinking. 
"If only we could have reached them sooner or found this tape,” he predicts they will say. "If only we 
would have searched their room," says Harris. "If only we would have asked the right questions." 


Since then, we've never stopped asking, of course, in our aching effort to get back on our feet, slowly, 
carefully, only to be pushed back down again. And what if the answers turn out to be different from 
what we've heard all along? A six-week TIME investigation of the Columbine case tracked the efforts 
of the police and FBI, who are still sorting through some 10,000 pieces of evidence, 5,000 leads, the 
boys' journals and websites and the five secret home videos they made in the weeks before the 
massacre. Within the next few weeks, the investigators are expected to issue their report, and their 
findings are bound to surprise a town, and a country, that has heard all about the culture of cruelty, 
the bullying jocks, and has concluded that two ugly, angry boys just snapped, and fired back. 


It turns out there is much more to the story than that. 


Why, if their motive was rage at the athletes who taunted them, didn't they take their guns and bombs 
to the locker room? Because retaliation against specific people was not the point. Because this may 
have been about celebrity as much as cruelty. "They wanted to be famous," concludes FBI agent Mark 
Holstlaw. "And they are. They're infamous." It used to be said that living well is the best revenge; for 
these two, it was to kill and die in spectacular fashion. 


This is not to say the humiliation Harris and Klebold felt was not a cause. Because they were steeped 
in violence and drained of mercy, they could accomplish everything at once: payback to those who 
hurt them, and glory, the creation of a cult, for all those who have suffered and been cast out. They 
wanted movies made of their story, which they had carefully laced with "a lot of foreshadowing and 
dramatic irony," as Harris put it. There was that poem he wrote, imagining himself as a bullet. 
"Directors will be fighting over this story," Klebold said--and the boys chewed over which could be 
trusted with the script: Steven Spielberg or Quentin Tarantino. "You have two individuals who wanted 
to immortalize themselves," says Holstlaw. "They wanted to be martyrs and to document everything 
they were doing." 


These boys had read their Shakespeare: "Good wombs hath borne bad sons," Harris quoted from The 
Tempest, as he reflected on how his rampage would ruin his parents’ lives. The boys knew that once 
they staged their final act, the audience would be desperate for meaning. And so they provided their 
own poisonous chorus, about why they hated so many people so much. In the weeks before what 
they called their Judgment Day, they sat in their basement and made their haunting videos--detailing 
their plans, their motives, even their regrets--which Harris left in his bedroom for the police and his 
parents to find when it was all over. 


The dilemma for many families at Columbine is ours as well. For months they have searched for 
answers. "It's not going to bring anything or anybody back," says Mike Kirklin, whose son survived a 
shot in the face. "But we do need to know. Why did they do this?" Still, the last thing the survivors 
want is to see these boys on the cover of another magazine, back in the headlines, on the evening 
news. We need to understand them, but we don't want to look at them. And yet there is no escaping 
this story. Last week another child shot up another school, this time an Oklahoma junior high where 
four were injured, and all the questions came gushing out one more time. 


At Columbine, some wounds are slow to heal. The old library is walled off, while the victims’ families 
try to raise the money to replace it by building a new one. The students still have trouble with fire 
drills. Some report that kids are drinking more heavily now, saying more prayers, seeing more 
counselors--550 visits so far this year. Two dozen students are homebound, unable, whether 


physically or emotionally, to come back to class yet. Tour-bus groups have changed their routes to 
stop at the high school, and stare. 


Some people have found a way to forgive: even parents who lost their beloved children; even kids who 
won't ever walk again, or speak clearly, or grow old together with a sister who died on the school 
lawn. But other survivors are still on a journey, through dark places of anger and suspicion, aimed at 
a government they fear wants to cover up the misjudgments of police; at a school that wants to shift 
blame; at the killers’ parents, who have stated their regrets in written statements issued through their 
lawyers but who still aren't saying much and who surely, surely had to know something. 


It's easy now to see the signs: how a video-game joystick turned Harris into a better marksman, like a 
golfer who watches Tiger Woods videos; how he decided to stop taking his Luvox, to let his anger 
flare, undiluted by medication. How Klebold's violent essays for English class were like skywriting his 
intent. If only the parents had looked in the middle drawer of Harris' desk, they would have found the 
four windup clocks that he later used as timing devices. Check the duffel bag in the closet; the pipe 
bombs are inside. In his CD collection, they would have found a recording that meant so much to him 


that he willed it to a girl in his last videotaped suicide message. The name of the album? Bombthreat 
Before She Blows. 


The problem is that until April 20, nobody was looking. And Harris and Klebold knew it. 


THE BASEMENT TAPES 


The tapes were meant to be their final word, to all those who had picked on them over the years, and 
to everyone who would come up with a theory about their inner demons. It is clear listening to them 
that Harris and Klebold were not just having trouble with what their counselors called "anger 
management." They fed the anger, fueled it, so the fury could take hold, because they knew they 
would need it to do what they had set out to do. "More rage. More rage," Harris says. "Keep building 
it on," he says, motioning with his hands for emphasis. 


Harris recalls how he moved around so much with his military family and always had to start over, "at 
the bottom of the ladder." People continually made fun of him--"my face, my hair, my shirts." As for 
Klebold, "If you could see all the anger I've stored over the past four f__ing years..." he says. His 
brother Byron was popular and athletic and constantly "ripped" on him, as did the brother's friends. 
Except for his parents, Klebold says, his extended family treated him like the runt of the litter. "You 
made me what | am," he said. "You added to the rage." As far back as the Foothills Day Care center, 
he hated the "stuck-up" kids he felt hated him. "Being shy didn't help," he admits. "I'm going to kill 
you all. You've been giving us s____ for years." 


Klebold and Harris were completely soaked in violence: in movies like Reservoir Dogs; in gory video 
games that they tailored to their imaginations. Harris liked to call himself "Reb," short for rebel. 
Klebold's nickname was VoDKa (his favorite liquor, with the capital DK for his initials). On pipe bombs 
used in the massacre he wrote "VoDKa Vengeance." 


That they were aiming for 250 dead shows that their motives went far beyond targeting the people 
who teased them. They planned it very carefully: when they would strike, where they would put the 
bombs, whether the fire sprinklers would snuff out their fuses. They could hardly wait. Harris picks 
up the shotgun and makes shooting noises. "Isn't it fun to get the respect that we're going to 


deserve?" he asks. 


The tapes are a cloudy window on their moral order. They defend the friends who bought the guns for 
them, who Harris and Klebold say knew nothing of their intentions--as though they are concerned 
that innocent people not be blamed for their massacre of innocent people. If they hadn't got the guns 
where they did, Harris says, "we would have found something else." 


They had many chances to turn back--and many chances to get caught. They "came close" one day, 
when an employee of Green Mountain Guns called Harris' house and his father answered the phone. 
"Hey, your clips are in,” the clerk said. His father replied that he hadn't ordered any clips and, as 
Harris retells it, didn't ask whether the clerk had dialed the right number. If either one had asked just 
one question, says Harris, "we would've been f___ed." 


"We wouldn't be able to do what we're going to do," Klebold adds. 
THE WARNING SIGNS 


You could fill a good-size room with the people whose lives have been twisted into ropes of guilt by 
the events leading up to that awful day, and by the day itself. The teachers who read the essays but 
didn't hear the warnings, the cops who were tipped to Harris’ poisonous website but didn't act on it, 
the judge and youth-services counselor who put the boys through a year of community service after 
they broke into a van and then concluded that they had been rehabilitated. Because so many people 
are being blamed and threatened with lawsuits, there are all kinds of public explanations designed to 
diffuse and defend. But there are private conversations going on as well, within the families, among 
the cops, in the teachers' lounge, where people are asking themselves what they could have done 
differently. Neil Gardner, the deputy assigned to the school who traded gunfire with Harris, says he 
wishes he could have done more. But with the criticism, he has learned, "you're not a hero unless you 
die.” 


Nearly everyone who ever knew Harris or Klebold has asked himself the same question: How could we 
have been duped? Yet the boys were not loners; they had a circle of friends. Harris played soccer 
(until the fall of 1998), and Klebold was in the drama club. Just the week before the rampage, the 
boys had to write a poem for an English class. Harris wrote about stopping the hate and loving the 
world. Klebold went to the prom the weekend before the slaughter; Harris couldn't get a date but 
joined him at the postprom parties, to celebrate with students they were planning to kill. 


To adults, Klebold had always come across as the bashful, nervous type who could not lie very well. 
Yet he managed to keep his dark side a secret. "People have no clue," Klebold says on one videotape. 
But they should have had. And this is one of the most painful parts of the puzzle, to look back and 
see the flashing red lights--especially regarding Harris--that no one paid attention to. No one 
except, perhaps, the Brown family. 


Brooks Brown became notorious after the massacre because certain police officers let slip rumors that 
he might have somehow been involved. And indeed he was--but not in the way the police were 
suggesting. Brown and Harris had had an argument back in 1998, and Harris had threatened Brown; 
Klebold also told him that he should read Harris' website on AOL, and he gave Brooks the Web 
address. 


And there it all was: the dimensions and nicknames of his pipe bombs. The targets of his wrath. The 
meaning of his life. "I'm coming for EVERYONE soon and | WILL be armed to the f___ing teeth and | 
WILL shoot to kill." He rails against the people of Denver, "with their rich snobby attitude thinkin they 
are all high and mighty... God, | can't wait til | can kill you people. Feel no remorse, no sense of 
shame. | don't care if | live or die in the shoot-out. All | want to do is kill and injure as many of you as 
| can, especially a few people. Like Brooks Brown." 


The Browns didn't know what to do. "We were talking about our son's life," says Judy Brown. She and 
her husband argued heatedly. Randy Brown wanted to call Harris’ father. But Judy didn't think the 
father would do anything; he hadn't disciplined his son for throwing an ice ball at the Browns’ car. 
Randy considered anonymously faxing printouts from the website to Harris’ father at work, but Judy 
thought it might only provoke Harris to violence. 


Though she had been friends with Susan Klebold for years, Judy hesitated to call and tell her what was 
said on the website, which included details of Eric and Dylan's making bombs together. In the end, 
the Browns decided to call the sheriff's office. On the night of March 18, a deputy came to their 
house. They gave him printouts of the website, and he wrote a report for what he labeled a 
"suspicious incident." The Browns provided names and addresses for both Harris and Klebold, but 
they say they told the deputy that they did not want Harris to know their son had reported him. 


A week or so later, Judy called the sheriff's office to find out what had become of their complaint. The 
detective she spoke with seemed uninterested; he even apologized for being so callous because he 
had seen so much crime. Mrs. Brown persisted, and she and her husband met with detectives on 


March 31. Members of the bomb squad helpfully showed them what a pipe bomb looked like--in 
case one turned up in their mailbox. 


The police already had a file on the boys, it turns out: they had been caught breaking into a van and 
were about to be sentenced. But somehow the new complaint never intersected the first; the Harrises 
and Klebolds were never told that a new complaint had been leveled at Eric Harris. And as weeks 
passed, the Browns found it harder to get their calls returned as detectives focused on an unrelated 
triple homicide. Meanwhile, at the school, Deputy Gardner told the two deans that the police were 


investigating a boy who was looking up how to make pipe bombs on the Web. But the deans weren't 
shown the Web page, nor were they given Eric's name. 


As more time passed and nothing happened, the Browns' fears eased--though they were troubled 
when their son started hanging out with Harris again. Then came April 20. As the gunmen entered 
the school, Harris saw Brown and told him to run away. But when all the smoke had cleared and the 


bodies counted, the Browns went public with their charge that the police had failed to heed their 
warnings. And even some cops agree. 


"It should have been followed up," says Sheriff Stone, who did not take office until January 1999. "It 


fell through the cracks," admits John Kiekbusch, the sheriff's division chief in charge of investigations 
and patrol. 


Some people still think Brooks Brown must have been involved. When he goes to the Dairy Queen, the 
kid at the drive-through recognizes him and locks all the doors and windows. Brown knows it is 
almost impossible to convince people that the rumors were never true. Like many kids, his life now 
has its markers: before Columbine and after. 


THE INVESTIGATORS 


Detective Kate Battan still sees it in her sleep--still sees what she saw that first day in April, when she 
was chosen to lead the task force that would investigate the massacre. Bullet holes in the banks of 
blue lockers. Ceiling tiles ajar where kids had scampered to hide in the crawl space. Shoes left behind 
by kids who literally ran out of them. Dead bodies in the library, where students cowered beneath 
tables. One boy died clenching his eyeglasses, and another gripped a pencil as he drew his last 
breath. Was he writing a goodbye note? Or was he so scared that he forgot he held it? "It was like you 


walked in and time stopped," says Battan. "These are kids. You can't help but think about what their 
last few minutes were like." 


Long after the bodies had been identified, Battan kept the Polaroids of them in her briefcase. Every 
morning when starting work, she'd look at them to remind herself whom she was working for. 


On the Columbine task force, Battan was known as the Whip. As the lead investigator, she kept 80- 
plus detectives on track. The task force broke into teams: the pre-bomb team, which took the outside 
of the school; the library team; the cafeteria team; and the associates team, which investigated Harris’ 
and Klebold's friends, including the so-called Trench Coat Mafia, as possible accomplices. 


Rich Price is an FBI special agent assigned to the domestic terrorism squad in Denver, a veteran of 
Oklahoma City and the Olympic Park bombing in Atlanta. He was in the North Carolina mountains 
searching for suspected bomber Eric Rudolph on April 20 when he heard about the rampage at 
Columbine. In TV news footage that afternoon, he saw his Denver-based colleagues on the scene and 
called his office. He was told to return to Denver ASAP--suddenly two teenage boys had become the 


target of a domestic-terrorism probe. 


Price became head of the cafeteria team, re-creating the morning that hell broke loose. The 
investigators have talked to the survivors, the teachers, the school authorities; they have reviewed the 
videotapes from four security cameras placed in the cafeteria, as well as the videos the killers made. 
And they have walked the school, step by step, trying to re-create 46 minutes that left behind 15 
dead bodies and a thousand questions. 


Battan is very clear about her responsibilities. "| work for the victims. When they don't have any more 
questions, then | feel I've done my job." 


It quickly became obvious to the investigators that the assault did not go as the killers had planned. 
They had wanted to bomb first, then shoot. So they planted three sets of bombs: one set a few miles 
away, timed to go off first and lure police away from the school; a second set in the cafeteria, to flush 
terrified students out into the parking lot, where Harris and Klebold would be waiting with their guns 
to mow them down; and then a third set in their cars, timed to go off once the ambulances and 
rescue workers descended, to kill them as well. What actually happened instead was mainly an 
improvisation. 


Just before 11 a.m. they hauled two duffel bags containing propane-tank bombs into the cafeteria. 
Then they returned to their cars, strapped on their weapons and ammunition, pulled on their black 
trench coats and settled in to wait. 


Judgment Day, as they called it, was to begin at 11:17 a.m. But the bombs didn't go off. After two 
minutes, they walked toward the school and opened fire, shooting randomly and killing the first two 
of their 13 victims. And then they headed into the building. 


Deputy Gardner was eating his lunch in his patrol car when a janitor called on the radio, saying a girl 
was down in the parking lot. Gardner drove toward her, heard gunshots and dived behind a Chevy 
Blazer, trading shots with Harris. "I've got to kill this kid," he kept telling himself. But he was terrified 
of shooting someone else by accident--and his training instructions directed that he concentrate on 
guarding the perimeter, so no one could escape. 


Patti Nielson, a teacher, had seen Harris and Klebold coming and ran a few steps ahead of them into 
the library. One kid was doing his math homework on a calculator; another was filling out a college 
application; another was reading an article in PEOPLE about Brooke Shields’ breakup with Andre 
Agassi. "Get down!" Nielson screamed. She dialed 911 and dropped the phone when the two gunmen 
came in. And so the police have a tape of everything that happened next. 


The 911 dispatcher listening on the open phone line could hear Harris and Klebold laughing as their 
victims screamed. When Harris found Cassie Bernall, he leaned down. "Peekaboo," he said, and killed 
her. His shotgun kicked, stunning him and breaking his nose. Blood streamed down his face as he 
turned to see Brea Pasquale sitting on the floor because she couldn't fit under a table. "Do you want 
to die today?" he asked her. "No," she quivered. Just then Klebold called to him, which spared her life. 


Why hadn't anyone stopped them yet? It was now 11:29; because of the open line, the 911 dispatcher 
knew for certain--for seven long minutes--that the gunmen were there in the library and were 
shooting fellow students. At that early stage, though, only about a dozen cops had arrived on the 
scene, and none of them had protective gear or heavy weapons. They could have charged in with 
their handguns, but their training, and orders from their commanders, told them to "secure the 
perimeter" so the shooters couldn't escape and couldn't pursue the students who had fled. And by 
the time the trained SWAT units were pulling in, the killers were on the move again. 


Leaving the library, Harris and Klebold walked down a flight of stairs to the cafeteria. It was empty, 
except for 450 book bags and the four students who hid beneath tables. All the killing and the 
yelling upstairs had made the shooters thirsty. Surveillance cameras recorded them as they drank 
from cups that fleeing kids had left on tables. Then they went back to work. They were frustrated 
that the bombs they had left, inside and outside, had not exploded, and they watched out the 
windows as the police and ambulances and SWAT teams descended on the school. 


Most people watching the live television coverage that day saw them too, the nearly 800 police 
officers who would eventually mass outside the high school. The TV audience saw SWAT-team 
members who stood for hours outside, while, as far as everyone knew at the time, the gunmen were 
holding kids hostage inside. For the parents whose children were still trapped, there was no excuse 
for the wait. "When 500 officers go to a battle zone and not one comes away with a scratch, then 
something's wrong," charges Dale Todd, whose son Evan was wounded inside the school. "I expected 
dead officers, crippled officers, disfigured officers--not just children and teachers." 


This criticism is "like a punch in the gut," says sheriff's captain Terry Manwaring, who was the SWAT 
commander that day. "We were prepared to die for those kids." 


So why the delay in attacking the gunmen? Chaos played a big part. From the moment of the first 
report of gunshots at Columbine, SWAT-team members raced in from every direction, some without 
their equipment, some in jeans and T shirts, just trying to get there quickly. They had only two 
Plexiglas ballistic shields among them. As Manwaring dressed in his bulletproof gear, he says, he 
asked several kids to draw on notebook paper whatever they could remember of the layout of the 
sprawling, 250,000-sq.-ft. school. But the kids were so upset that they were not even sure which way 
was north. 


Through most of the 46 minutes that Harris and Klebold were shooting up the school, police say they 
couldn't tell where the gunmen were, or how many of them there were. Students and teachers 
trapped in various parts of the school were flooding 911 dispatchers with calls reporting that the 
shooters were, simultaneously, inside the cafeteria, the library and the front office. They might have 
simply followed the sounds of gunfire--except, police say, fire alarms were ringing so loudly that 
they couldn't hear a gunshot 20 feet away. 


So the officers treated the problem as a hostage situation, moving into the school through entrances 
far from the one where Harris and Klebold entered. The units painstakingly searched each hallway 
and closet and classroom and crawl space for gunmen, bombs and booby traps. "Every time we came 
around a corner," says Sergeant Allen Simmons, who led the first four SWAT officers inside, "we didn't 
know what was waiting for us." They created safe corridors to evacuate the students they found 
hiding in classrooms. And they moved very slowly and cautiously. 


Evan Todd, 16, tells a different story. Wounded in the library, he waited until the killers moved on, 
and then he fled outside to safety. Evan, who is familiar with guns, says he immediately briefed a 
dozen police officers. "I described it all to them--the guns they were using, the ammo. | told them 
they could save lives [of the wounded still in the library if they moved in right away]. They told me to 
calm down and take my frustrations elsewhere." 


At about noon Harris and Klebold returned to the library. All but two wounded kids and four teachers 
had managed to get out while they were gone. The gunmen fired a few more rounds out the window 
at cops and medics below. Then Klebold placed one final Molotov cocktail, made from a Frappuccino 
bottle, on a table. As it sizzled and smoked, Harris shot himself, falling to the floor. When Klebold 
fired seconds later, his Boston Red Sox cap landed on Harris’ leg. They were dead by 12:05 p.m., 
when the sprinkler turned on, extinguishing what was supposed to be their last bomb. 


But the police didn't know any of this. They were still searching, slowly, along corridors and in 
classrooms. They found two janitors hiding in the meat freezer. Students and teachers had 
barricaded themselves and refused to open doors, worried that the shooters might be posing as 
cops. 


Upstairs in a science classroom, student Kevin Starkey called 911. Teacher Dave Sanders had been 
shot running in the upstairs hallway, trying to warn people; he was bleeding badly and needed help 
fast. But by this time the 911 lines were so flooded with calls that the phone company started 
disconnecting people--including Starkey. Finally the 911 dispatcher used his personal cell phone and 
kept a line open to the classroom so he could help guide police there. 


Listening to another dispatcher in his earpiece, Sergeant Barry Williams, who was leading a second 
SWAT team inside, tried to track Sanders down--but he says no one could tell him where the science 
rooms were. Still, he and his team searched on, looking for a rag that kids said they had tied on the 


doorknob as a signal. 


The team finally found Sanders in a room with 50 or 60 kids. A paramedic went to work, trying to 
stop the bleeding and get him out to an ambulance. But it had all taken too long. Though Harris and 
Klebold had killed themselves three hours earlier, the SWAT team hadn't reached Sanders until close 
to 3 p.m. 


Sanders’ daughter Angela often talks to the students who tried to save her dad. "How many of those 
kids could have lived if they had moved more quickly?" she asks. "This is what | do every day. | sit and 
ponder, ‘What if?" 


The SWAT team members wonder too. By the time they got to the library, they found that the assault 
on the school was all over. Scattered around the library was "a sea of bombs" that had not exploded. 
Trying not to kick anything, the SWAT team members looked for survivors. And then they found the 
killers, already dead. "We'll never know why they stopped when they did,” says Battan. 


Given how long the cops took and how much ammunition the killers had, the death toll could have 
been far worse. But some parents still think it didn't need to have been as high as it was. They 
pressed Colorado Governor Bill Owens, who has appointed a commission to review Columbine and 
possibly update SWAT tactics for assailants who are moving and shooting. "There may be times when 
you just walk through until you find the killers," Owens says. "This is the first time this has 
happened." The local lawmen "didn't know what they were dealing with." 


THE PARENTS 


Before the SWAT teams ever found the gunmen's bodies, investigators had already left to search the 
boys' homes: the kids who had managed to flee had told them whom they should be hunting. 


When they knocked on each family's door, it was Mr. Harris and Mr. Klebold who answered. By then, 
news of the assault at Columbine was playing out live on TV. Mr. Harris’ first reflex was to call his 
wife and tell her to come home. And he called his lawyer. 


The Klebolds had not been told that their son was definitely involved. They knew his car had been 
found in the parking lot. They knew witnesses had identified him as a gunman. They knew he was 
friends with Harris. And they knew he still had not come home, though it was getting late. Mr. 
Klebold said they had to face the facts. But neither he nor his wife was ready to accept the ugly truth, 
and they couldn't believe it was happening. "This is real," Mr. Klebold kept saying, as if he had to 
convince himself. "He's involved." 


Within 10 days, the Klebolds sat down with investigators and began to answer their questions. It 
would be months before the same interviews would take place with the Harrises, who were seeking 
immunity from prosecution. District Attorney David Thomas says he has not ruled out charges. But at 
this point, he lacks sufficient evidence of any wrongdoing. And he is not sure whether charging the 
parents would do any good. "Could | really do anything to punish them anymore?" 


Sheriff Stone questioned the Harrises himself. "You want to go after them. How could they not know?" 
says Stone. "Then you realize they are no different from the rest of us." 


Still, of all the unresolved issues about who knew what, the most serious involves Mr. Harris. 
Investigators have heard from former Columbine student Nathan Dykeman that Mr. Harris may once 
have found a pipe bomb. Nathan claims Eric Harris told him that his dad took him out and they 
detonated it together. Nathan is a problematic witness, partly because he accepted money from 
tabloids after the massacre. His story also amounts to hearsay because it is based on something 
Harris supposedly said. Investigators have not been able to ask Mr. Harris about it either; the 
Harrises' lawyer put that kind of question off limits as a condition for their sitting down with 
investigators at all. 


As for the Klebolds, Kate Battan and her sergeant, Randy West, were convinced after their interviews 
that the parents were fooled liked everyone else. "They were not absentee parents. They're normal 
people who seem to care for their children and were involved in their life," says Battan. They too have 


suffered a terrible loss, both of a child and of their trust in their instincts. On what would have been 
Klebold's 18th birthday recently, Susan Klebold baked him a cake. "They don't have victims’ 
advocates to help them through this," Battan says. They do, however, have a band of devoted friends, 
and see one or more of them almost every day. In private, the Klebolds try to recall every interaction 
they had with the son they now realize they never knew: the talks, the car rides, the times they 
grounded him for something minor. "She wants to know all of it," a friend says of Mrs. Klebold. 


Many of the victims’ parents wish they could talk to the Klebolds and Harrises, parent to parent. 
Donna Taylor is caring for her son Mark, 16, who took six 9-mm rounds and spent 39 days in the 
hospital. She has tried to make contact. "We just want to know," she explains. "From Day One, | 
wanted to meet and talk with them. | mean, maybe they did watch their boys, and we're not hearing 
their story." 


Throughout the videotapes, it seems as though the only people about whom the killers felt remorse 
were their parents. "It f__ing sucks to do this to them," Harris says of his parents. "They're going to 
be put through hell once we do this." And then he speaks directly to them. "There's nothing you guys 
could've done to prevent this," he says. 


Klebold tells his mom and dad they have been "great parents" who taught him "self-awareness, self- 
reliance...| always appreciated that." He adds, "I'm sorry | have so much rage." 


At one point Harris gets very quiet. His parents have probably noticed that he's become distant, 
withdrawn lately--but it's been for their own good. "I don't want to spend any more time with them," 
he says. "I wish they were out of town so | didn't have to look at them and bond more." 


Over the months, the police have kept the school apprised of the progress of their investigation: 
principal Frank DeAngelis has not seen the videotapes, but the evidence that the boys were motivated 
by many things has prompted some at the school to quietly claim vindication. The charge was that 
Columbine's social climate was somehow so rancid, the abuse by the school's athletes so relentless, 
that it drove these boys to murder. The police investigation provides the school with its best defense. 
"There is nowhere in any of the sheriff's or school's investigation of what happened that shows this 
was caused by jock culture," says county school spokesman Rick Kaufman. "Both Harris and Klebold 
dished out as much ribbing as they received. They wanted to become cult heroes. They wanted to 
make a statement." 


That's an overstatement, and it begs the question of why the boys wanted to make such an obscene 
statement. But many students and faculty were horrified by the way their school was portrayed after 
the massacre and have tried for the past eight months to correct the record. "I have asked students 
on occasion," says DeAngelis, "The things you've read in the paper--is that happening? Am | just 
naive?’ And they've said, 'Mr. DeAngelis, we don't see it." 


Maybe they saw the kids who flicked the ketchup packets or tossed the bottles at the trench-coat kids 
in the cafeteria. But things never got out of hand, they say. Evan Todd, the 255-Ib. defensive lineman 
who was wounded in the library, describes the climate this way: "Columbine is a clean, good place 
except for those rejects," Todd says of Klebold and Harris and their friends. "Most kids didn't want 
them there. They were into witchcraft. They were into voodoo dolls. Sure, we teased them. But what 
do you expect with kids who come to school with weird hairdos and horns on their hats? It's not just 
jocks; the whole school's disgusted with them. They're a bunch of homos, grabbing each other's 
private parts. If you want to get rid of someone, usually you tease 'em. So the whole school would call 
them homos, and when they did something sick, we'd tell them, 'You're sick and that's wrong.” 


Others agree that the whole social-cruelty angle was overblown--just like the notion that the Trench 
Coat Mafia was some kind of gang, which it never was. Steven Meier, an English teacher and adviser 
to the school newspaper, says, "I think these kids wanted to do something that they could be famous 
for. Other people tend to wait until they graduate and try to make their mark in the working world 
and try to be famous in a positive way. | think these kids had a dismal view of life and of their own 
mortality. To just focus on the bullying aspect is just to focus on one small piece of the entire 
picture." Meier points out that Harris’ brother, from all accounts, is a great kid. "Why would a family 
have one good son and one bad son?" asks Meier. "Why is it that some people turn out to be rotten?"

The killers made their last videotape on the morning of the massacre. This is the only tape the 
Klebolds have seen; the Harrises have seen none of them. First Harris holds the camera while Klebold 
speaks. As the camera zooms in tight, Klebold is wearing a Boston Red Sox cap, turned backward. 
"It's a half-hour before our Judgment Day," Klebold says into the camera. He wants to tell his parents 
goodbye. "I didn't like life very much," he says. "Just know I'm going to a better place than here," he 
says. 


He takes the camera from Harris, who begins his quick goodbye. "| know my mom and dad will be in 
shock and disbelief," he says. "I can't help it." 


Klebold interrupts. "It's what we had to do," he says. Then they list some favorite CDs and other 
belongings that they want to will to certain friends. Klebold snaps his fingers for Harris to hurry up. 
Time's running out. 

"That's it," concludes Harris, very succinctly. "Sorry. Goodbye."

Mostly, | guess it's 
that despite purporting to believe that human beings aren't innately good or evil or..anything..| see 
acts that are selfless or done for the good of others as going against the tide of human nature. 
Meanwhile, Breivik's actions were horrendous, and given that qualify as human "achievements," the 
behavior of someone who is living up to their potential as a human being. While not encouraging in 
the least, it is impressive in its own way. 


Okay, | sound like an asshole and my beliefs are misanthropic to the point of being melodramatic..but 
does that make sense?

What should | do if | was about to be 
SWAT raped by a6 or 12 man team? | didn't have any weapons available as they were all 
inside the main house. Should | make a run for it, if so, where would | go? Would | have time 
to fetch my evacuation kit, and should | try to get it and shoot my way out? 


After the break | approached the farm, and turned on the fog lights on the car so that | could 
have an advantage should they approach me from the front. | stopped 50 meters north of 
the main house and | was shocked at the sight that awaited me...! The barn door was wide 
open!!! Someone was here! They were probably circling me right now or waiting for me 
inside the main house! | waited 20 minutes with the fog light aimed straight at the direction 
| expected them to come from. Perhaps they are not here, maybe they just installed 
monitoring equipment like they often do? | entered the house, picked up the glock and 
searched the house and the barn. 


Nothing. | began searching for monitoring equipment, nothing... 


Paranoia can be a good thing, or it can be a curse. The barn door had probably been opened 
by the wind. | decided then and there that | would not allow paranoia to get the best of me 
again. If they were to come for me one day, there was really nothing | could do about it, so 
it would not be constructive to worry about it.

They don't do as much damage as they had hoped, their writings rot in some evidence room, or 
they just have terrible luck. Not so with Breivik, though | suppose he could have timed the explosion 
better. It's really amazing that he was able to make it work and that he wasn't discovered during 
planning or the attack itself. | wonder if we'll see a rise in successful combination bombing/spree 
shooting attacks after this. Probably not, given that his ideology doesn't have too widespread an 
appeal and his targeting of mainly ethnic Norwegians has no doubt turned off anyone inclined to 
agree with him, and bomb-making instructions and materials seem to have been easy to acquire for 
ages..but that's how it strikes me, like his attack was revolutionary in some way and will lead to 
change, at least in the way that future mass murderers operate. The more effective use of 
diversionary tactics, or maybe more time and effort put into bomb-making.

I've given this some thought. Eric brought the ski mask. If he wore it at all, it was just at the very 
start, maybe even before he began shooting. His reasoning may not have been to hide his identity, 
but to add a "scare factor" for potential victims. 


We'll never know, but if he did wear it briefly, he may have decided to take it off due to limited 
visibility. Or it was just too hot. 


It is strange that so many witnesses say they saw masked gunmen. Maybe there was something to it. 
Remember that even the library witnesses, who would not have seen the mask, had talked to others 
before they gave their interviews. The idea of a mask may have been out there from the beginning.

Posts: 73 On the 13th of March, 1996, a man walked into a primary school gym-class in Dunblane, Scotland, 


and opened fire with a pair of semi-automatic handguns. He killed sixteen (16) five/six-year-olds, 
and their teacher who tried to shield the children from his gunfire. He then drew a .357 Revolver and 
shot himself in the head. The entire massacre happened over a period of about five minutes. 


The reason | think of it as a 'UK Columbine’ is because of the effects it had on the community, and the 
nation as a whole: both literally and metaphorically. After the massacre, as with Columbine, the name 
of the place has become synonymous with the crime. Also, for many months, if not years post- 
Dunblane, people struggled to find a motive behind the killer's actions. 

Tributes came thick-and-fast, songs and books were written, and the government acted rashly and 
blindly to try to restore some semblance of peace to the United Kingdom. 


The strongest, and most memorable, action post-Dunblane was the 1997 Firearms Amendment Act, 
passed by the Government, which outlawed handguns in any calibre (a response to the outrage when 
it emerged that the killer legally owned all four handguns used in the murders). The UK is known to 
have very harsh firearm-laws, and this is where a large segment of that image comes from. 


The school was only small, with about 650 pupils and 50 staff (catering for the entire town). The 
shooter, Thomas Hamilton, entered the school with enough ammunition to kill every single person in 
the building. After mowing down the children, he walked back and forth across the room, shooting 
into their prone bodies several dozen times. Counting the bullet used to kill himself, he fired 109 of 
his 747 rounds of ammunition. 


Anywho, as previously stated: | feel that the people of the United Kingdom see Dunblane in a very 
similar manner to the way Americans see Columbine. Do you think the two bear any similarities? Am | 
talking complete tosh? | know that Columbine is fairly well-known over here, but is Dunblane known 
at all across the pond?

I've always thought that Dylan said "Reb, ya ready?’ in response to Eric's comment of "Let's go to the 
Commons" jC-001-000174) as witnessed by Evan Todd. 


Pattie Nielson - JC-001-000075 - Pattie heard "one of them said "Wait, there is one more thing", then 
"he" (Dylan, presumably) picked up a chair and "slammed it on top of the counter above her head". 
After slamming the chair, the person said "Let's go down to the commons". 


These comments were made, according to both Neilson and Todd, immediately after the Library 
massacre, but before Eric & Dylan left the Library, and before the mass exodus of the students from 
the Library, so | believe these statements were made much closer to 11:36 am rather than Eric & 
Dylan's estimated time of death at approximately 12:08 pm. 


Dylan may have indeed been asking Eric if he was ready to die, but | personally think he was 
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responding to Eric's request/demand to return to the Commons to try and detonate the bombs. 


I think it's likely that there was conversation between Eric & Dylan after entering the school, after 
throwing crickets and pipe bombs down the stairs towards the cafeteria, but before the Library attack. 


Something like: 


"Why the f*ck didn't the bombs explode?? We need to get those f*ckers to detonate. Let's go see what 
we can do with our guns and molotovs. If that doesn't work, we'll have to check the timing devices" 


While having this conversation, Eric & Dylan probably encountered the open Library, and spied the 
students hiding in there. One of them suggested they go into the Library guns blazing, and inflict 
terror before they went balls to the wall with the cafeteria bombs. | think one of them said something 


like "Look at all those scared little f*cks in the Library. Let's go kill 'em".....and the other probably 
hesitated. 


| think Eric hesitated. 


Not because | think he was any less angry or any less deadly that day, but because | think Eric's focus 
was always those damn bombs. The bombs were a/ways the core of his stupid plan, and they failed. | 
think he was dead set on detonating the bombs, no matter what it took. 


| think Dylan was enjoying the up close and personal kill, maybe even more than Eric , and | think 
Dylan said "You're still with me? We're still doing this, right?’ (*if* either of them actually said this 


phrase at all) to Eric outside of the Library doors just before they went in to murder 10 people and 
injure several others. 


Detonating the bombs while inside of the Cafeteria cou/d been considered a suicide attempt, IMO. | 
think that Eric and Dylan probably thought they would die if they were inside of the cafeteria when 
their propane tank bombs blew. If that makes any sense.

For more than 12 years, Gene Bulak was a careful hunter, the kind who would keep his gun pointed at 
the ground as he stalked through the woods and insisted that those hunting with him do the same. 


When Bulak's son Michael first joined his father to search for white-tailed deer last year, the elder 
Bulak taught the teenager respect for the power of a firearm and showed him how to handle a 
weapon with safety in mind, a hunting friend said. 


But on Sunday, Gene Bulak violated the most important hunter's rule. 


Hearing a rustling in the brush and spotting a flash of white, Bulak fired without clearly seeing his 
target - which, it turned out, was his own son . The 12-gauge slug - comparable to a .50-cal bullet - 
ripped through 18-year-old Michael Bulak's head. 


After the elder Bulak saw what he had done, the 41-year-old man loaded his son's shotgun and 
turned it on himself. He died instantly with a shot to the head. 


"Knowing him, it probably would have been tough for him to live with," Clayton Miller, a neighbor and 
hunting friend of Bulak's, said in explanation of the suicide . "The whole family was pretty close." 


While this tiny rural village, 50 miles northeast of Syracuse, grappled with the heartbreak of the two 
deaths, some said privately that they thought there was something honorable, and a bit heroic, in 
Bulak's quick choice to take his own life. 


"| overheard one man who said he'd have done the same thing," said Helen Broski, 76, another 
neighbor. 


In New York State, the standard big game license allows hunters only to shoot bucks with four inches 
of antler. But the state Department of Environmental Conservation also issues special deer- 
management permits, known as doe permits, that allow hunters to shoot a deer of either sex. 


Ed Feldmann, a spokesman for the DEC, said Bulak had a doe permit. 


Some hunters believe the deer-management permits, while helping the state keep its growing deer 
population under control, lead to careless hunting, accidental injury and death. 


With such a permit, some hunters say, careless or over-anxious hunters are more likely to shoot in 
the direction of a rustling sound or a flash of white than they would if their license allowed only the 
shooting of buck whose antlers have to be seen. 


Feldmann disputes the hunters’ claims, saying studies by the state do not show that accidents rise 
with the number of doe permits. 


The Bulaks also were not wearing bright blaze orange cltohing, which the state recommends, but 
does not require, hunters to sport in the woods. 


State land in Otsego County, 50 miles south of here, is popular with hunters. Deer season began 
there only nine days ago. 


But Gene and Michael Bulak, and the three other members of their hunting party, were not in the 
popular hunting grounds, a state police investigator said. They had obtained permission to use 
private land nearby, and on Sunday morning, as they stalked deer in underbrush, their visibility was 
cut by fog, then by a rain and a wet snow that followed. 


Miller had gone hunting with the party the day before, and he remembered how Michael's green and 
black plaid jacket and dark hat kept him well camouflaged in the brush. The teenager shot at a doe 
that day and missed, Miller said. 


The party was together in a clearing on Saturday when they heard a rustling in the woods. Miller said 
he put his finger on the trigger and pointed the barrel of the gun toward the sky, preparing to aim. 
Out walked Mike, who had been straggling behind.

On Sunday morning the party had just fanned out after spotting a deer, and Gene and Mike were 

working sections of the brush about 50 yards apart from the other hunters. Timothy Henderson, 
Eugene Monica and Michael Littler heard the gun go off, then heard Gene Bulak scream his son 's 
name over and over, said Karl Chandler, a senior investigator with the state police in Sidney. 


The men ran to Bulak and saw what happened. Henderson and Monica then ran to a nearby house for 
help. The neighbor they found put the two men in his truck and started back toward the accident 
scene. 


When Bulak and Littler, who had stayed behind, heard the approaching truck, Bulak grabbed Littler 
and told him to go out and guide the truck in, Chandler said. Littler left, taking the elder Bulak's gun 


and his own with him, and leaving behind Mike's shotgun, which he knew to be unloaded. 


Littler told Chandler later that he had not thought Bulak would take his own life, "he just said he was 
always taught not to leave loaded weapons around," Chandler said. 


But Bulak had some shells in his pocket, and he picked up his son's gun as soon as Littler left. 
Moments later the shot rang out. 


"| saw a lot of people walking around in tears yesterday," said Chrys Makarushka, the Human 
Resource Director for Omega Wire Inc., in Williamstown, where Gene Bulak worked for 12 years, first 
as a machine operator, then as a truck driver.

Bulak's German-born wife, Monika, was in the American Legion Hall, returning extra raffle tickets 
from a batch she had sold to raise money for equipment for the volunteer fire deptartment, when a 
friend came in on Sunday and told her that a police car was outside her house, said Miller, who was 
there. 


Gene Bulak was a voluteer firefighter for 15 years, Miller said, and the whole family was dedicated to 
the department's work. 


But Miller and others said Bulak's sons , Mike and David, 16, were his greatest interest and biggest 
source of pride.

at best, you'll only be missing some pretentious pseudo-philosophizing about aesthetics. 


Anyway, it made me wonder if it was the earliest portrayal of a mass/spree shooting. Before hearing 
about Targets, | thought that Thriller: A Cruel Picture was the earliest one (deliberately ignoring If....). 
As far as | know, Thriller is still the earliest movie which portrays a trench-coated shooter (with the 
"criminal aura", not the "detective aura"). Does anyone know of any earlier ones, for either of the two 
categories? Today | saw The Sniper (1952), which was released when Charles Whitman was still a wee 
Boy Scout, but the main character was more of a Serial killer. Despite that disappointment, it was still 
excellent and presciently anticipated future psychological horrors. 


Now that | think of it, I'm sure that Charles Whitman must have snuck into a showing of The Sniper and 
eventually ended up imitating what he saw. After all, the sniper in the movie used a variant of an M1 
carbine, which was one of the rifles that was brought up the Austin tower. What has the media done to 
our children?

The guy who wrote Pumped Up Kicks said that the song is about an outcast teenager losing his mind 
while plotting revenge without any explicit violence occurring. People have interpreted that to mean 
that it's about a school shooting. Because of the name Robert, Robert Hawkins has now become a 
stereotypical poster child of school shootings. 


If any name other than "Robert" had been used for the song, no one would have associated Robert 
Hawkins with Pumped Up Kicks. If the name "Robert" had still been in the song, but Robert Hawkins 
had actually been 32 years old (the average age of American mass murderers in the last 20 years), 
again, no one would have associated him with Pumped Up Kicks. They would have instead said that 
"Pumped Up Kicks is surely about Robert Steinhauser", not at all because he fits in with it better than 
anyone else would have, but merely because his name was "Robert". At least with Robert Steinhauser, 
it almost sort of vaguely fits in with the interpretation many people have that the song is about school 
shootings. 


Robert Hawkins's mass murder unquestionably was not a school shooting: he shot up an upscale 
shopping store. Without applying my pet theory as to the origin of mass murder, which you're 
accusing me of doing, anyone can see that Robert Hawkins did explicitly share the socioeconomic 
characteristics of much older mass murderers. Instead of approaching it through simply stereotyping 
him as a school shooter who was bullied by his classmates, it would thus be more accurate to 
approach it through simply stereotyping him as maybe being a young version of Mark Barton, with 
whom he shared many similarities.

Other than the whole "Robert" thing, the only indication that Pumped Up Kicks could be about Robert 
Hawkins in particular is that he used his stepfather's Kalashnikov; but that's not something unique to 
him because, according to the best information that | have available, around 75% of American <25- 
year-old mass shooters used firearms which they didn't legally own, compared to around 25% of 
American >24-year-old mass shooters. Instead of being an explicit reference to Robert Hawkins, it 
could just be a throwaway reference to a common aspect of young mass shooters. 


Anyway, diverging from my whining, | serendipitously rediscovered Robert C. Bonelli Jr. after having 


forgotten about him for a while.

The only explicit information that | could find about him regarding his teenage years was that he had 
dropped out of high school at age 16. At age 24, he was an extremely shy outsider who was 
constantly worried about being picked on for being reportedly 260 pounds at 5'10". His duplex 
neighbor said that he was "the kind of kid who gets picked on in high school". His uncle said that he 
had an inferiority complex, always being self-conscious about the way he looked, his weight, and how 
no girl would ever want him. Along with being depressed for many previous years, he had been 
having trouble with alcohol and drug abuse. 


He spent almost all of his time alone in his room where he kept "a shrine of Columbine memorabilia’, 
which included newspaper clippings, "TV documentaries about 'the darker side’ of Columbine", and 
news accounts & pictures printed from the internet, along with a picture of Eric Harris and Dylan 
Klebold taped to his wall. He had a video which included him building and exploding pipe bombs with 


two other local dropouts, one of whom's girlfriend said that he had frequently spoken about killing 
himself.

If he didn't actually have it, I'm sure that he would have if he had known about it. 


He repeatedly took cocaine early in the morning of Sunday, February 13, 2005. Possibly precipitated 
by a girl rejecting his friendship several days earlier, he decided to kill himself. Dressed in black, he 
left a suicide note at his house, borrowed his father's car, and drove to the Hudson River with the 
Hesse Model 47 he had legally bought at a gun show four months earlier. He held the rifle to his head 
but couldn't kill himself. He drove around aimlessly, and saw a police car in the parking lot of the 
Hudson Valley Mall in Kingston, New York. He decided to get the police to publicly kill him. 


He wrote a second suicide note at some point and left it in his car. The only information | could find 
on either of them was from the second one, which included the Dylan quote, "The lonely man strikes 
with absolute rage". He had written somewhere (I don't know any details) that he had been wanting to 
do this before the Columbine anniversary. About an hour prior to the shooting, he went to a Walmart 
to buy ammunition and returned to the mall. He considered waiting until the coming Monday to do it 
at a school, but demonstrably decided against it. He parked in front of the Best Buy (presumably the 
most convenient entrance, going by Google satellite) and sat in his car for twenty minutes. Just before 
3:15 PM, he picked up his rifle and walked toward the mall. 


He shot three times at the front door, which caused ricocheting bullet fragments and shrapnel to 
superficially hit his first victim. The victim's daughter's purse and pants were each penetrated once, 
but she remained uninjured. Once he entered the Best Buy, he spent the next seven minutes aimlessly 
shooting in the store. He never shot from the shoulder and most of the bullets struck the ceiling and 
floor. The most aiming he did involved shooting from his hip at televisions and blank walls. He had 
many opportunities to shoot people but bypassed all of them. He reloaded once and eventually left 
the Best Buy, entering the main corridor where he spent the next two minutes shooting out store 
displays while walking toward the center of the mall. It was here that he shot his second victim in the 
knee. When he had expended all of his ammunition, he dropped his rifle and calmly surrendered. He 
was subsequently sentenced to 32 years in prison. 


Robert Bonelli and Robert Hawkins (who both went by Robbie) both used AK-47 variants (although 
Bonelli's was a very cheap model), and both of them had two 30-round magazines (although Bonelli's 
weren't fancily jungle-taped together like Hawkins's). While Robert Hawkins used 2/3 of it and killed 
eight people and injured four, Robert Bonelli used all of it, but only directly shot one person and 
indirectly shot a second. The only time that I'm aware of Robert Hawkins deliberately shooting at 
anything other than a human was when he shot a teddy bear, but none of Robert Bonelli's shots were 
deliberate. Likewise, | cannot seeing anything which indicated that Robert Hawkins had been 
significantly affected by (the conventional interpretation of) bullying nor peer rejection, but Robert 
Bonelli seems to be a different case. 


If any "Robert" fits in with the school shooting interpretation of the song about "an outcast teenager 
losing his mind while plotting revenge without any explicit violence", it's Robert Bonelli, not Robert 
Hawkins. The only issue is that he was 24 years old, not a teenager; but Robert Hawkins was 
practically the same age, being less than a half a year from 20. Anyway, "teenager" was my word, with 
the Pumped Up Kicks guy always saying "kid" and "youth". 


Robert Bonelli still doesn't fit in with it better than Evan Ramsey or Michael Carneal would. And 
Pumped Up Kicks is still a really lame song.

These photos are plastered all over the internet. 


I'm not a parent, but if | were, | would want to see my child one final time before any autopsy, before 
the mortician had prepared him for final viewing and disposition. To prove to myself that he was truly 
gone, and to touch him one last time before his body had been tampered with. | don't know if the 
Harrises or Klebold's felt this way; | would guess that they did. 


It's reported that Dylan was laid out for viewing at his funeral, his head surrounded with beanie babies. 
Perhaps this was the only time his family saw him deceased; cleaned up, with post mortem make-up 
carefully applied, fatal wound covered, and "peaceful”. 


Eric's family had to do something with his remains (I strongly suspect cremation), but | would hope, 
and | do believe that his family saw him one last time, too. Perhaps after he'd been prepared for 
viewing as well. If this was the case, it may or may not have been less traumatic than seeing Eric 
before his remains were prepared for a viewing. | don't know how much even the best mortician could 
have done to "cover" Eric's fatal wound for a final viewing. 


Seeing their corpses laid out in the Library in a photo would probably be even more devastating to see. 
It would be visual proof that your child did the horrible things you were told he did, and an incredibly 
painful reminder (as if they needed another reminder) that their son hated himself, and his life so 
damn much he put a shotgun in his mouth / a handgun to his head and fired into his own skull. 


| try to avoid looking at the photos of Eric/Dylan dead in the Library. Dylan looks serene to me, leg 
crossed over the other, his arm draped over his stomach. Then you look at his face, see the massive 
blood, and the open mouth. He looks so young to me. And then | remember what he did just before 
he laid himself out like that. 


Eric is even harder to look at. It's always looked to me as if he was trying to shield his face in his death 
pose. | realize his positioning in these photos is due to the position of his arms holding up his 
shotgun, massive recoil, and/or reflex upon death, and has nothing to do with Eric really trying to 
shield himself. But the lasting image | have of Eric from this photo is of him slumped over to the side, 


trying to hide himself. And then | remember what he did just before he laid himself out like that, too. 


| can't imagine the nightmares the leaked Library photos must have given their families. 


I'm glad there are no leaked photos of the victims. | don't want to know what they looked like when 
they died. The evidence photos that show Rachel's body far in the distance on the grass near the West 
Entrance, and the news photos of Daniel on the sidewalk are disturbing enough. | want to remember 
these kids as their smiling Yearbook portraits. Young, vibrant & happy. Not slumped over under 
tables, with wounds similar to Eric or Dylan's. 


I've always wondered if the leaked Library photos caused undue grief and suffering for the victims 
families too. | don't know when these photos were leaked, but it must not have been pleasant for 
them, either.

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According to family members, the local high school decided hats were unnecessary, trench coats, and 
what could be considered Goth wasn't allowed anymore. This was in effect until around 2003, but 
they've still banned hats to this day. 


They started locking the doors on the sides and back of the school, so you could get in, but couldn't 
get out. The only way you could get in was the front door, and everyone would see you because the 
high school's front office has glass walls (I think they might've actually been built because of 
Columbine). 


If you were caught wandering the hallways without a pass, you'd earn yourself a morning detention 
with the vice principal. You couldn't go anywhere without a pass (which meant you had to use a little 
piece of paper in our planners, where you're going to go, how long you're going to be there, and 
signed by a teacher so everyone knew you had permission). 


Lockdowns increased significantly at every school in the county. For the 2000 - 2001 school year, 
there was one biweekly. After that, they went every month (which is standard, really). 


When Virginia Tech happened, and | was in elementary school, lockdowns increased again. At the 
elementary school | attended, they decided there would be no Scout knives allowed. Dark-ish 


clothing (usually the Manson stuff fifth graders wore in an attempt to look cool) was banned. 


They cracked down when the SuccessTech Academy shooting happened, too; though what they did 
exactly, | can't recall. 


Back in 2010, when the Ohio State University shooting occurred, they amped up security, meaning 
adding extra locks on the doors, cracking down on the 'wandering in the hallways’ thing... 


They've always banned duffel bags unless you were on a sport. If you were on a sport, you had to put 
them in a specific teachers’ room before 8:30, which is when school usually started. 


Apparently, because of this stuff, they caught a kid bringing some sort of weapon to school. Don't 
remember any of the details, though, because it happened when | was three.

The arrangement of 13 instead of 15 makes sense. 13 families got together, because they shared a 
similar experience, while the other two families grieved on their own. 


Yes, it is not our decision to make, but any arrangement like this is either open to praise or criticism. | 
hold neither position, because | know some families are not ready to meet with the Harasses and the 
Klebolds together in addition to sharing that attention. It may take years to build that connection or it 
may never happen. | ideally would like to see it happen to help both sides emotional heal from what 
happened. However, There is still some anger left behind and both sides feel the need to cope 
separately. Some families still have different opinions on the situation and some of it probably deals 
with the parenting style on who were better parents. | think it is unrealistic, but that is how some of 
the victimsa€™ families feel. 


Though, after a while, | guess most people accept this arrangement of 13, instead of 15, and just 
continue with their lives. That is what the parents of the Harrises and Klebolds are doing. An event 
should not define who they are, yet public perception, usually does by the form of the television 
media and backed by someonea€™s personal bias. It is hard to change anyonea€™s mind when it is 
clear most people have already made up their mind on blaming the parents, rather than just blaming 
Eric and Dylan. It really serves no purpose to come out and face the typically harsh criticism that may 
come their way. With the exception of the Klebolds on a few occasions, the Harasses have kept quiet. 
Erica€™s parents could come out and talk about their experiences, but | suspect that they have 
accepted their own conclusions on what happened and want to move forward without the public 
constantly judging them. They mourn privately and until they are ready to talk, they will continue to 
do so. | do not need to know how they feel if they choose to remain silent, but | do hope that the 
Harrises, including the Klebolds, are living happy lives and not having to worry what the world has to 
think about them.

It was a Polish movie inspired by the Columbine shootings, and yes, it is in Polish, but there 
are English subtiles. Just turn on the captions button. 


| liked a lot of things about this movie. | liked how it seemed like the Basement Tapes (a bit like Zero 
Day), but the two guys were actually in college, not high school. Their names were Mickal (eng. 
Michael) and Jan (maybe John?). The shooting takes places at Warsaw University in Poland. The movie 
looks like a low-budget film that was filmed by a camcorder, but honestly it works. | liked how each 
guy speaks to the camera on their own, so we gain more perspective as to what the person is really 
like. They showed the guys and their friends at a dance club (it was funny because they were playing 
American music in a polish club), and hanging out with their families during New Years Eve.

Though it's not limited to the US, America has very high rates of depression, relatively speaking, and 
more importantly is that current trends are making that anxiety and depression worse. As more 
people work longer and longer hours, as more people have to pay back all the debt incurred to pay 
for rising costs of living, as demographic changes play out (the number of immigrants, legal and 
illegal, from other countries and cultures is growing rapidly, and the "white" American population will 
cease to be majority in the not too distant future), and as technological upheavals continue at their 
exponential rate, the amount of stress, fear, anxiety, and other strange feelings will grow even more 
rapidly in the American population. 


In the distant past, more Americans lived in small farm towns and on family farms-in rural, rather 
than urban areas. That all changed around 100 years ago, when the expanding urban industries and 
corporations became the major centers of employment. Millions of Americans migrated from their 
small towns an farms to the cities. Such an upheaval in society and change in environment cannot be 
overstated in regards to its effect. By the 1920s, America had become prosperous enough that there 
were enough people to occupy the "Consumer Society" that was being created at that time. 


However, this was all interrupted with the Great Depression, which taught generations of Americans 
to persevere in the face of struggle, to hold onto their communities and extended families, and using 
these lessons, they fought in World War II, won, and then, coming home, created the largest and 
most prosperous "middle class" that has ever existed in history. 


Unfortunately, the side effect of the post-WWII prosperity was the unraveling of the extended family 
unit in American life. In its place was the suburban "nuclear family", which was a new social 
experiment that, as it turns out, could never live up to its own expectations. By the 1960s, the huge 
generation of youth that had grown up in affluence and didn't see the point in holding onto the old 
norms and customs of their parents generation were in rebellion against American society, whether 
on war, civil rights, women's rights, or the whole concept of "culture’ itself.

The Baby Boomers were the first generation to grow up en masse in suburban America, and did not 
understand the experiences that led to their parents' worldviews. As a result, the way they raised 
their kids was defined against the way their parents raised them. Where their parents were more 
focused on themselves, the Boomers over-corrected: they focused too much on the kids. Many of the 
kids of the Boomers, thus, grew up expecting themselves to be cooler, more popular, smarter than 
they actually were-which was destined to create "winners" and "losers" in school social circles. 


Now, | know that cliques, bullying, social conformity, etc. were not invented around this time. They 
have existed for a long time, as soon as the first mass-produced high schools were built and 
occupied. But | think that, in a time when society is becoming increasingly disconnected, when 
interpersonal communication is becoming increasingly difficult for many...people, especially young 
people, place a lot of value on their social lives and less value on how they truly feel about 
themselves. Such an attitude cannot be healthy to be so pervasive in society. 


Furthermore, there is increasing "status anxiety" not just in school, but in work, churches, and 
communities in general. People are becoming very conscious about their status, whether they are on 
top or whether they are on the bottom, or whether they are somewhere in the middle. A society that 
puts so much emphasis on hierarchies and "getting to the top", rather than on cultivating human 
relationships and pursuing your own individual dreams, is an unhealthy society, in my view. 


How this all relates to Columbine: | don't think that Columbine is beyond the pale, unfortunately. Ina 
country with a lot of anxiety and fear over status, social circle, and change, and considering the 
history of where we were, plus our present state....the future doesn't look good. It will take many 


devoted people to help change and reshape our society in a way that somehow benefits all and harms 
none (sounds utopian, | know...). 


Nice post but how do you connect that event like Columbine are still very rare if you relate it toa 
whole generation raising their kids as destined winners and losers? | think there's plenty random 
factors that add up and form the ideal circumstances for a 'columbine' to happen. Including genetical 
things like anger issues, short temper, extremely bad self-esteem, a certain lethargy towards the 
surrounding world, etc. There's too much to mention. There are tons of ‘losers’ that are a result of

Duck! The Carbine High Massacre: An exploitative, shallow and godawful dark comedy. | can't 
recommend this, even to my high school bullies. It's torture. 


Degrassi: The Next Generation- "Time Stands Still, Part 2". One of the main characters gets tossed 
into a dumpster. He brings a gun to his school. Some guy gets framed for being one of the 
pranksters, gets shot in the back. The shooter then kills himself. Pretty silly episode, just an 
attempt at more air time. 


Cold Case- "Rampage" (Season 4, Episode 1). Two boys open fire at a mall. When a camera is 


discovered inside the mall 11 years later, a third shooter theory appears. Has a lot of similarities to 
the Columbine massacre, and is very well done. 
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Elephant is good... if you like watching people walk. There was no substance and no character 
development in this "film" whatsoever.

Some 
stuff happens. Pretty badly done, from what | hear. 


"STANDOFF": "PEER GROUP": A father brings his son's notebooks filled with violent images and 
threats against the school bullies to the FBI, but it's too late, as the boy has already taken the 
bullies hostage at his school. Some other stuff happens. Not a good one. 


"VERONICA MARS": "MERRY GO LUCKY": Some kid called Lucky brings a gun to school and gets killed 
by security. Doesn't really focus on the shooting at all. 


"STATE'S EVIDENCE": A group of outcasts plan to commit suicide on camera at their school. As you 
might expect, it turns into a school shooting. It's on YouTube, but | couldn't watch all of it, so sadly, 
| can't say any more. It's very well done, actually. 
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"THIRD WATCH" "And Zeus Wept...": The main police officer characters close in on a school where a 
student goes ona killing spree. Pretty long, but goes quite into detail on the problems kids have in 
this day and age. Does have quite a few cliche's, but it's nicely done. 


"PROMISED LAND" "When Darkness Falls": Couldn't find much on this episode. Features a troubled 
kid shooting up the school with the main characters inside. 


Columbinus and The Columbine Project: Plays based on the massacre. Are interesting, but mostly 
get a ton of stuff wrong, on purpose or otherwise. 


"if...": A group of outcasts constantly harrassed by the senior prefects decide to revolt against the 
school. The ending features a massive firefight. 


"Detention: Siege at Johnson High / Target for Rage": A boy returns to his school, which he had 
failed out of, and takes the students hostage. 


Heathers and Basketball Diaries: Not really related to school shootings, but were blamed for causing 
the massacre, and feature some coincidences. 


"April Showers": Apparently directed by one of the survivors of Columbine. Focuses more on the 
aftermath. It's interesting, but gets boring fast. 
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| don't think anyone has mentioned "The Basketball Diaries" yet. While not technically a school 
shooting movie as such, it has generated a lot of controversy and critical acclaim since 4/20. | just 
watched Zero Day for the first time last night. Really, | would have done this a long time ago, but, 
when | first saw it mentioned somewhere, | thought that it was a typo which meant to reference 
Zero Hour. It was okay from a cinematic POV (I tend to like low budget films a lot more than what | 
consider decadent cinema), but, like previous posters have said, thought the characters were a bit 
one-dimensional. The shooting sequence itself, recounted through video footage, is definitely way 
better than Elephant or any other similar movie out there for that matter. Personally, | liked Gus Von 
Sant's concept, but, for those of you who aren't into a bunch of walking and not much interaction 
between characters, you would probably be better off with Zero Day. The best film of this type is 
definitely "Bang Bang You're Dead." It's ultimately a journey of redemption, and, while it isn's the 
film to watch if you want to see an actual shooting sequence, the character development is 
definitely a lot better than any of the other movies.

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calculations indicate that there is a third shooter ("Gregory"), who is almost immediately identified 
and taken into custody where he admits to going shooting in the woods with Justin, but nothing 
else. I'm still not 100% sure how they proved he was the third shooter. 


The path taken by the shooters through the school suggests that there is a motive other than just 


killing, and they later find that the shooters (specifically the third one) somehow hacked the 
school's RDIF attendance system to track specific students they want to target by using a portable 
device (I have no idea if this is realistic because idk anything about RDIF, but | suspect it's not 
simply because it'd be tedious to target someone in a crowd with a system like that -- the numbers 
just seem like they'd be overwhelming). All of the victims turn out to be connected to some student 
athlete steroid scandal. As the one name connected to all of the shooters and all of the victims, 
Karen is now suspected as an accomplice to the shooters. 


At the end of the episode, Karen confirms that she was the mastermind who orchestrated the whole 
thing. She explains that she has done it as revenge against the group of jocks, who raped her at a 
party because the article she wrote about their steroid use for the school newspaper ultimately cost 
them future athletic scholarships. Her friend who died in the closet next to her was involved in the 
rape somehow, but | forget wat she did.

| know there are a few threads floating about discussing what first got you into Columbine/where 
were you when you first heard about Columbine, but | was hoping this one could discuss more of the 
first impressions you had of the Columbine Shooting. 


| was just watching a doco on the Virginia Tech Massacre, and believe it or not, this is my first 
introduction to that shooting. | know very little about it. 


| wondered how much the initial information about Columbine, depending on where it came from, 
shaped your opinions, ideas and beliefs about the event. 


On the 20th of April 1999, | awoke from a good nights sleep, turned on the 6am news (it was 
Wednesday the 21st in Australia) and saw the footage of students running from the buildings with 
their arms above their heads. These were my first glimpses of the tragedy that (little did | know) 
would occupy my thoughts for over a decade to come. 


The first images | ever saw of Eric and Dylan were these:

| remember thinking how clean cut and almost handsome Eric looked, and how nerdy and straight 
Dylan appeared. 

It was hard to believe that these guys were badass Goths that wore trench coats and shot up their 
school. 


The trench coats and Marilyn Manson were massive players in the initial coverage of the tragedy. | 
went and saw The Matrix at the movies on the night of Wed 21st. | returned to school then next day 
and worked on an art project based on the tragedy. | drew 2 figures on huge pieces of card, life size, 
sweeping around with trench coats flaring around them, guns in hand.

| don't know if the Australian media reported incorrectly, or if | improvised too much when picturing 
the scene, but from the very first information | received, the initial sequence of events was fairly 
grotesque. 


| imagined Eric and Dylan walking into their school library and making everyone stand and line up 
single file. | assumed, because they had guns, everyone obliged. | then imagined them ‘picking’ 
victims off for various reasons. 

You are black? bang. 

You are on the football team? bang. 

You picked on me in 8th grade? bang. 


| imagined the "Do you believe in God?" sequence happening while everyone was standing in straight 
lines in the library, and they asked many students the same question, Those who answered "no" were 
let live, those who answered "Yes" were executed on the spot. 


| imagined every victim died from a gun shot wound to the head. 


| never knew students hid under tables. | never knew NBK was originally supposed to be a bombing. | 
never knew the killers liked KMFDM or Rammstein. And | never knew that they walked out of that 
library leaving 45 people still alive. 


Much of this information never came to me until | began to rely less on media reports and more on 
actual documents that were released (journals, 11k etc). 


It's possible | saw Bree's interview and based my scenario around that.

By the end of that week, | knew every victim by name and a little something about them. 


| don't recall how old | was when | stopped thinking of Eric and Dylan as simply evil monsters. It was 
at least a year or two later.

How did the Columbine Massacre play out for you when you first discovered it and what were your 
first impressions?

| really wish | could remember what my first thoughts were. | was 16 when it happened and | guess | 
was too absorbed in my own stupid high school life to care or understand at the time. | THINK | 
remember my first images of Eric and Dylan being from a random clip on TV where they were 
showing the part of Rampart Range with Eric spanking the gun.

There was also a small blurb about it in my high school yearbook from 1999. But eh. | still have it.

| don't remember exactly when or how | first heard about Columbine, but, like you, it would have been 
something | woke to on Wednesday April 21st. | may have heard about it on the morning radio, or 
seen it on TV. | wouldn't have read it in the paper; it would have happened too late in Australian time. 


| had school that day (I was 14). I'd transferred to a new school in February following a year of pretty 
bad bullying at my old school. | believe the shooting was a topic of discussion in my RE (Religious 
Education) class, and | was drawn to it due to reports the shooters had been bullied, something | 
could relate to. 


But | also remember being pretty scared of them. These are the first pictures | saw:

| was struck by how normal they looked (albeit very American & )): 


The whole thing seemed strange, foreign and chilling in a remote way to me. | definitely recall hearing 
they were shooting students under library tables, and | remember hearing about the white hats, the 
racial targets, and about a girl who was shot for believing in god. 


My impression of E&D was very different to the one | have now. | imagined them as completely socially 
awkward loners, but simultaneously part of an angry yet somewhat pathetic 'gang' - for some reason 
| got the impression the TCM were wholly disconnected from the school, like they were friends they 
had outside of Columbine. Maybe because | read somewhere that they'd mostly graduated, but | 
imagined them to be older and not past students at all. 


| remember reading a feature article about the shooting that weekend at my grandma's house. There 
was something in there about Eric's parents, but now | can't remember what it was. | wish I'd paid 
closer attention to my thoughts at the time, but | was distracted by other things after a while, and it 
wasn't until years later that | began to properly research the massacre and my first impressions 
changed.

That was the Fox News headline the day of the massacre. | remember it so well because they played 
this creepy ass sinister music with all the horrific images (Bree crying, Patrick Ireland falling out the 
window, students rbeing evacuated from the school, etc). | believe Shepard Smith was the main 
reporter or whatever. I've looked for this clip for years. Even checked the Fox News vault. Never been 
able to find it. Anyway, this is what got me hooked. | remember hearing about a shooting earlier in 
the day. | had just assumed a kid shot at some lockers or something and that was that. | didn't even 
for a second think a full-blown massacre was taking place. But again, it was that Fox News piece that 
sucked me in. 


A part of me likes to think my parents were watching the univision channel while the news aired in the 
evening. | was in kinder. But i'm sure if | looked deep into the back of my mind, | could probably 
remember hearing it on the tv or my aunt talking about it. 


Columbine is something that i've always kinda known about, but | never really understood the entire 
story. | remember watching those E! Channel specials like, Too young to kill & Going postal. | also 
remember watching those Marilyn Manson documentaries and hearing how he influence a school 
shooting. They were probably the very first times | ever heard about what happened. 


| always thought Eric & Dylan were just 2 low life loners. | assumed they probably came from crappy 
homes and were rebellious and bad in school. | also assumed they were violent and destined to doa 
shooting.

On April 20th 1999, | was an idealistic 12-year-old that had just celebrated my birthday on February 


Location: Brisbane 
23rd. Completely oblivious to the happenings in the world, | was looking forward to finishing my 


primary school education and moving onto high school with the 'big kids’. | was full of grandiose 
ideas and plans, visualising my future as a successful novelist, songwriter, poet or journalist. 


To this day, | don't know why my parents kept me in the dark about what had happened that day - if 
they'd known at all - and I've NEVER asked them about it, for the simple reason that they would 


probably sprinkle me with Holy Water and wail hopelessly at the skies, demanding why I'm interested 
in such morbid events. They almost did that when | told them I like researching WWII and the 
Holocaust, and that | like to hang out in our local graveyard. | think we all agree that some things just 
shouldn't be discussed with the parentals. 

So | had no idea of the tragedy, and entered high school to experience the many ups and downs that 
it brings..as we all do. As I've mentioned before, | wasn't Suzie High School and had a difficult time 
fitting in, making friends and accepting myself. Thinking back on it now, however, I'm certainly glad 
that | found out about Columbine NOW and not when | was in school. 

By the time Virginia Tech happened in '07, of course, | had graduated high school 3 years prior and 
was studying a Diploma in Children's Services (which | never finished). | remember the news 
broadcasts of VTech but gave it very little attention. It made me sad, of course, but it didn't affect me 
very much. 

Another, more prominent reason | think we weren't told about Columbine is because | live in 
Australia. We got lectured on peer-pressure and bullying, of course, but that was as far as it got. 
There were no metal detectors installed and no random locker/bag searches was carried out. A few 
years after | graduated, however, | heard on the local news that there had been an arson attack on my 
old high school, and several lockers in the science block had been set on fire. 


It would be around 2 1/2 years ago now that | finally discovered what had happened at Columbine. 
Not from the people around me, but from the internet. | was doing some random research on 
Wikipedia and came across a list of ‘school shootings’. | was surprised to see that we HAVE had 2 
school shootings in Australia to date, and they've both been in Melbourne (bottom right corner of 
Australia, for those of you playing at home), one in August 1999 and the other in October 2002. 


My introduction to Columbine came through the Wiki article detailing prior, during and post Massacre 
information. and | was SERIOUSLY freaked out. 

The step-by-step itinerary of Eric & Dylan's movements in and around the school sent shivers down 
my spine, and practically still do. I'm not ashamed to admit that, when | first began to delve deeper 
into Columbine and do some 'serious' research, | had nightmares and couldn't sleep without a night- 
light. | sleepwalk, and once | couldn't get to sleep because | was convinced that I'd seen Dylan (or his 
ghost?) standing in a corner of my room, looking exactly like he did at the end of the 'Eric in 
Columbine’ video. Imagine! | had no idea Columbine had even happened but, after a couple of 
months of research, | was having nightmares! | can't imagine what the survivors, their families and 
the victim's families still go through to this day.

Yes, tragedy after 
tragedy occurs every day in every corner of the globe, but there's ALWAYS two sides to every story. 
It's so easy to point the finger and judge and condemn; and that's EXACTLY what | did when | first 
learned about Columbine. | jumped on that bandwagon and waved my pitchfork with the others, 
demanding the boy's heads on a pike and labelling them as scumbags, dickheads, monsters and 
every other offensive name ever invented. but then | thought; who am | to judge? ANYONE is capable 
of pulling off a school shooting, just like ANYONE is capable of declaring war and ANYONE can cause 
genocide. 


Take the Nazi's, for example. The intricacy of the machine known as the Third Reich plunged the 
world into darkness with frightening precision. Most people then, and no doubt people today as well, 
considered the Germans as the most repulsive people in the world. And yet, doing research, you'd 
find that some people were coerced into joining the SS; not because they wanted to, but because they 
were told to. "You are German, and must therefore serve the FAY%hrer for the betterment of mankind." 
Refusal meant that the soldier and each member of his/her family would be killed. 

Of course, things like the Hitler Youth were easier to find volunteers for because young minds are 
easy to manipulate. By the end of the war, however, soldiers just wanted peace, to live good lives 
with their families and forget the horror they'd regretfully caused. | once read an article written by a 
former camp guard who expressed sorrow and grief for the countless lives lost in just a few short 
years. And yet people still WANT to paint the Germans as heartless murderers just because it's easier 
to place the blame on one single thing. Yes, it's true; Jews, the disabled, homosexuals, the elderly, 
children and ethnic minorities suffered inhumane persecution and torture, and | grieve for them. 


Victims never choose to be victims. But people are not born evil, they're made evil; whether by their 
own hand or someone else's. There's good and evil in everyone. 

and it's the same for Eric, Dylan and every other school shooter in history. People still WANT to say 
that Eric and Dylan were Satanists, or Neo-Nazis, or simply blame video games/music for the 
massacre, just so everything can be wrapped up in a neat little package. But most of us know that 
this is simply not true, and in the 13 years since 4/20, we've barely begun to scratch the surface. 


It's only a matter of time before Columbine happens again; will Australia's tally climb to 3, or 5? Pray 
God it won't, but who knows. 

But now, every time | pass a school, | think of Columbine. | don't know if that happens to anyone else; 
but for me, it's just hard not to. 


Weeping tears of blood, pulling the trigger..what's the difference? 
What does it mean?

First impressions... 


1999. | was ten. It must have been spring break in my 4th grade year, the first year at a new school in 
a new state, when it registered as something that happened.

No panicked 
mothers called their kids home from school. No cautionary speeches were given.

I'd harbored an irrational fear for a while, that in some horrible, intangible way, | was an evil creature- 
-that | was a monster inside, and unless | was very careful with myself, my inherent monstrosity 
would overtake me forever. The article did nothing for my insecurity. 


Four years later, 2002. I'd been bullied out of school, told it was my fault because | fought back, and 
designated as trouble(d). Everyone bent themselves into knots to find out what, exactly, was wrong 


with this child. | collected diagnoses and pharmaceutical horror stories. | embraced all the bad-boy 


crap--l also listened to a MM album and was surprised how much | liked it. | got into the 
goth/punk/grunge aesthetic as well. 


With all of these...scenes colliding in my life, it was a matter of time before | heard Columbine name- 
dropped. |.e, you say "trenchcoat," | say "mafia!" And | had no idea what the fuck is a trenchcoat 
mafia. So after hearing enough of these references, | did some furtive internet searching. 


| didn't find much, at first. A website with a boatload of inaccuracies, including speculation that the 
shooters were nazis, and two of the shittiest photos of Eric and Dylan | have ever seen, photoshop 
filtered, distorted, the works, and that was about it. That and their names. A few more searches and | 


found...one, that the entire subject was like a large squeaky button with a "DO NOT PUSH" label (and 
they didn't call me oppositional-defiant for nothing!) Two, there was a lot of complexity and dark 
scary glamour almost, to the whole thing, as tragic as it was, and everyone seemed neurotically eager 


to ignore that aspect. Three, | found the worst thing a concerned parent could hear from a stepson's 
mouth: "Oh, Dylan Klebold, why does your picture arouse me so?" 


2004, after rehab, brainwashing and other fun-fests, | pulled myself together enough to get back into 
all of what had become "off-limits material." It helped that | had my own computer, for the first time 


in my life, and my internet history was only fine-tooth-combed on weekends so | knew when to clear 
it. 


This is when | did most of my substantial reading about Columbine--videos, articles, press releases, 
the huge-ass pdf, and so on. | found out they were not Nazis, nor were they Marilyn Manson fans, 
nor were they as malevolently stupid or overtly crazy as some seemed to think. And the description 


of them as Sargent Harris, Manly Psychopath/Dylan the Woobie Emoblob was...off. Quite off. About 


as off as the notion that they were full-on psychotic killbots in human form who stabbed themselves 
awake in the morning. 


Decent information is what's kept me interested for this long.

It offers no explanation for Marc Lepine's actions but pays 
tribute to the victims, highlighting Sarto Blais and a female survivor whose name I can't recall at the 
moment.
